In the war of 1847 the bt'HlnninR of |cncy, 
the Htruggle between the I'nltetl States I 
and Mexico was not unlike the pres- 
ent preliminary clashes. (ieneral 
Taylor In his arduous campaign 
against monterey had 7,000 men, but 
even after the capture of Monterey 
and the victory of Buena Vista, he 
was fronted with such difficulties in 
the southern advance that it was final- 
ly decided to abuiMon the campaign 
In that quarter. Shortly afterward 
Taylor's forces were reduced to about 
6,000 men and the real Invasion of 
Mexico was made by General Winl 
IsM Scott by way of Vera Crux. An 
army of 12.000 men captured Vera 
Cruz after a siege lastlug 20 day* 
Fewer men were used to capturo the 
city two years ago and the siege last- 
>cd only a few hours. 

The march Into the Interior was de- 
layed for t month because Scott's 
army was deficient In transportation 
facilities. The lirst buttle rought at 
Cerro (lordo resulted in victory for 
the Americans. Scott pushed on to 
wait for two month* for re-enforce- 
■St* My the time he waB ready to 
start 30,000 Mexican troops had been 
drawn up to defend the City of Mexi- 
co. 

General Scolt's march from Van. 
Cruz occupied six months Agains' 
superior forces ut the gates of Mexic-i 
City he won an overwhelming victory 
While estimates vary as to the number 
of men engaged on the Mexican side, 
it Is the opinion of army officers that 
only about 50,000 men were engaged 
on that side, while on the American 
side, guarding the border and includ- 
ing the troops at Vera Cruz, nearly 
300,000 soldiers were uaed all told 
durlug the two years of warfare. 

It is probable that Mexico at the 
present time could raise 200,000 train- 
ed soldiers. The American army Is 
smaller now than it was in 1X47. Mex- 
ico City Is better fortified today than 
It was In the earlier war and so are Its 
various approaches. It would be no 
easy trouble that would confront the 
I'nlted States In case of war. but 
without doubt the American army,

Of Financial ( rials After War Dealt 
Blow By Thomas VY. Lamant 
View That America Will Be a 
WorM ( enter Not Shared 
By Leader, lint Stat- 
Mles Show Aarrii- 
denry of \atlmi 

New York. July 3— While authenlc 
statements which report the financial 
condition for the countries now en- 
gaged In war In Europe are always 
read with the figures without any 
precedent, nevertheless for the I lilt- 
ed States the important feature con- 
tnlned In these statlatics Is one which 
rellucls the relation the I nilcd Slates 
will bo tailed upon to bear lo the real 
of the world after the European war 
Is endod. 

It Is from this point of view that Hie 
article written by Thomas W. l*a- 
niont, who la one of the partners In 
the house of J. P. Morgan & Co., dis- 
cusses not only the Immediate relation 
which the t nlted States Is bearing to 
these forld events, but also the future 
relation which It will bear. 

Mr. i..hm>m is abundantly fortified 
by information and experience to 
speak in words of assurance to the 
people of the I'nlted States respecting 
financial condltlona after the war Is 
over. He is convinced that those who 
are predicting sweeping financial dis- 
aster will discover that their prophe- 
cies were In vain. 

In his view, there is no danger, at 
least none that cannot be avoided, ot 
financial cataclysm when the Euro- 
pean war is ended. If this view be 
correct, then the United States will be 
ull the better prepared to meet and 
accept the rca|>onalhilltics and opper 
tunitles which will come to the na- 
tion. 

Ylew >ot Shared By KM 

In one brief paragraph Mr. Ijimont 
intimate), that he does not share the 
view of those who profess to believe 
that the I'nited States soon will be- 
come tin' financial center of the world. 
Some high authorities are of the opin- 
ion. In April it was written into Un- 
report of the IVutchu Bank of Mer- 
lin which told of its operations for 
the year 1916. 

For tlie moment, Mr. I .anion t admit* 
that the world seems to be financially 
at America's feet. Nevertheless, the 
phenomena ujHin which may be based 
the theory that we have permanently 
ussunied that position hare been In 
oxlsteuce too short a time to Justify 
establishing a fair inference upon 
them. 

There are, however, certain statis- 
tics which tell a story of the growing 
financial ascendency of the I'nlted 
States. These statistics report the 
loans which have been absorbed by 
American Investigators. The aggre- 
gate Is $1,098,600,000. Hut of all 
these loans the one made Jointly to 
Great Hrltaln and Franco is, in Mr. 
turnout's opinion, far and away the 
most important single financial epi- 
sode of the war from the point of view 

Some detailed statistics concerning 
the floating of that loan of $600,000,000 
are reported by Mr. Lamont, which 
convey an excellent idea of the vlow 
respecting this loan by American In- 
vestors in various parts of the coun- 
try. About $50,000,000 were under- 
written in New England States. That 
is a larger amount than is commonly 
supposed to have been the case. Three 
hundred and twenty millions were 
underwritten in New Y'ork Stale, al- 
most all of It, however, In New Y'ork, 
City. Pennsylvania Investors showed 
their confidence In the loan to the 
extent of $60,000,000, and the rest of 
It $70,000,000 in all— were subscribed 
to here and there throughout the coun- 
try. One extraordinary feature of 
this lean was the fact that Chicago 
underwrote only about $6,000,000. 
What It All Portends 

All of the Information and facta 
which have come within the observa- 
tion of Mr. lamont lead him to the 
view that whatever may be the status 
after the war, it is certain that for 
iuajiy years to come there will open 
to manufacturers and merchants of 
the I'nlted States unexampled oppor- 
tunities for upbuilding. Apparently 
these opportunities will be in part 
due to the unquestionable ability for 
recuperation which all the larger bel- 
ligerent nations possess. This capac- 
ity for recuperation will be based In 
part upou the highly developed mod- 
ern methods of conducting Industries, 
especially that wbleb la sometimes 
called "scientific management." Amer- 
ican lnduatry because of this kind of 
efficiency, la likely lo meet wlta more 
formidable competition than lu tho 
years which preceded the European 
war. 

The American opportunities, large 
aa they will be. nevertheless eutall a 
great deal of wisdom and skillful di- 
rection If tuey are to be grasped

Ilelgium and 
Northern France are likely to call up- 
on the 1'nllod States for commodities, 
and our manufacturers will be ap- 
proached with Intent to secure aid in 
rebuilding bridges, roads and factor- 
ies. 

If the I'nited States Is to lend her 
aid In rebuilding the world there 
should bo in Mr. I-nmont's opinion, 
great Increase in scientific attainments 
and also a great development of tech- 
nical education.

Of the total of H.Ht.fM expended 
during the six mouths, Delgium was 
b; far the greater beneficiary, 11.290.- 
tM having gone for relief lu that 
country aud among Belgians in other 
c .untrhs Armenian and Syrian re- 
lief was next, with $360,000, and Ser 
blan relief third, with |11I.U1 An 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for relief 
in Poland Schiu, Montenegro and Al- 
bania is yet to be expended. 

For relief work In and about Con- 
stantinople, $U. r >,000 was expended, 
while $5. r .,000 was devoted to the sur- 
gical laboratory at Complegne, found- 
ed by tho Rockefeller Institute for 
medical research and which is under 
the direction of Dr. Alexia Carrel.
